Not Much Like 
Reconstruction 


“ Like the occupation troops in the South 
after the War Between the States” complain 
many opponents of President Eisenhower’s ac­ 
tion in sending federal forces into Little Rock. 
But those forces are just about as different as 
can be from the U. S troops in the South during 


the Reconstruction Era. 
First of all. the Reconstruction troops were 
sent by decision of Congress, not of the Presi­ 
dent. 
Three acts of 1867 divided the Confed­ 
erate states among five military districts, each 
under a major general, each operating under 


what was in effect martial law 
The major generals were instructed to look 
for guidance in policies to Congress, in details 
to the commanding general of the Army ( i e, 
Gen Grant >. not to any “ civic officer” (i e , Pres­ 
ident Johnson». 
They made political appoint­ 
ments. in some cases replacing governors and 
mayors—drew up jury and voting lists—direct­ 
ed state and local (but not federal! courts how 
to rule and set aside court decrees—released 
some prisoners under sentence—often ordered 
military trials for non military offenses. 
Military District commanders added former 
Union soldiers to some city police forces to as­ 
sure control, letting the federal troops police 
the rural areas. They fixed and collected taxes. 
They ordered newspapers to go easy ir. criticizing 
Reconstruction and suppressed several that dis­ 
obeyed. 
This military rule was relaxed in five states 
when these were ^.admitted to the Union in 
1868. but lasted into 1870 in Virginia. Georgia, 
Mississippi and Texas. 
It was generally accept­ 
ed by Southern Whites because on the whole it 
was honest anil efficient, and because the alter­ 
native would have been worse: control bv com­ 
binations of carpetbaggers, “ scalawags,” preda­ 
tory former slaves.”

Conditional Optimism And The Polish Gamble

trust the education of your children to anybody at 
all or whether you want quality. 
My correspond­ 
ent makes the point that in view of the require­ 
ment for continued studs, it will he five year* 
before he ran lake on ans outside work. 
To my 
way of thinking, hr ought not to he required to 
take on anv outride work at all; he should have the 
time and the relaxed mind to give the children in 
his class all (K it he has and that Ihrv require, 
• laying after school hours with the backward boys 
and girls, encouraging the bright students lo forge 
ahead, acting as advisor and counsellor to the 
•Indent*, just a* the teachers had time to do when 
I was a boy. 


I can rn all not only the name but the appearance 
if many of the school teachers who played an in­ 
spirational role in my young lite, SO or more years 
ago. 
I retail the trials of teachers who tried to 
teach grammatical English to the children of immi­ 
grants who heard English only in the school room. At 
home they listened to and spoke the alien tongues of 
their parents; on the streets we all spoke a jargon. 
These leathers worked hard with their pupils, often 
nerving voluntarily in the social settlements ot the 
area as club directors or in some other capacity. 
The man in St. Louis who enviously complains that 
he never had it as good as the .school teachers, not 
being able to take summer tours and such pleasures, 
may not have the same kind of responsibility. After 
all. making a pair of shoes is not (he same as mould­ 
ing a soul, and the ultimate job of a school teacher, 
no matter whether in a kindergarten or a university, 
is to lorm character. 
Unlortunately in this cynical era too many of us 
give too little thought to what goes on in the minds of 
young people 
The relationship of manners to morals 
is certainly not grasped by those parents who say. 
“ Let the kid have some fun 
We only live once.” Rut 
what is fun? 
I recently observed a delightfully beau­ 
tiful child with the most atrocious manners, walk into 
a room of adults, without saying. “ Good evening.” 
‘ Hello.” or even “ Hi.” This child never said. “ Thank 
you,” never really acknowledged anything. I inquired 
why such a sweet child had not been taught the rudi­ 
ments ot civilized living and was told that if a par­ 
ent corrected a child, the child ceased to love the 
parent. 


In such an atmosphere if Hip c hild did not grow 
up to hate the parent, it would bp a miracle. 
For 
ultimately the child would know what is wrong. 
It is like a man I know quile intimately who early 
in his career had been handicapped by uncouth 
manners, particularly al the table.

where the recent strikes

Above all, there 
is 
danger because life. though some­ 
what better, still remains very 
hard for Polish workers every­ 
where. 
The danger is all the greater 
because the Polish intellectuals 
and young people are not “ con­ 
tent for now ” They think that 
the government should go much 
further and taster towards lib­ 
eralization, instead of regressing 
slightly as it has been doing.

The first awakening 
of the 
Arab world came in 18t*» when a 
group of New York Presbyter­ 
ians founded Beirut College The 
college trained Arab leaders in 
the ways of the west, planted the 
first seeds of democratic revolt 
against SOO years of Turkish rule. 
The second great awakening 
came when Palestinian refugees, 
fleeing from what is now Israel, 
tanned out 
through 
the Arab 
world. 
While the lot of the refugees. 
in many cases, has been hard. 
their political influence has bern 
tremendous 
They have been the 
single greatest factor in the Arab 
awakening since the end of Turk­ 
ish rule. 
Just as tho tribes of 
Israel, 
exiled 
from 
Palestine, 
carried with them an advanced 
culture, so the Arah refugees 
fleeing from the same part of 
the world have spread more ad- 
\anred political and social the­ 
ories. 
For under the British mandate, 
Palestine reached a higher stand­ 
ard of government than any oth­ 
er part of the Near East. Schools 
were better, universities excel­ 
lent 
And the Arabs who left 
when Israel took over in 
1948 
have provided many of the doc­ 
tors, teachers, diplomats, archi­ 
tects. editors for the Arab na­ 
tions today. 
Every Arab delegation to the 
United Nations in New York has 
one or more Palestinian refugees 
serving as adviser. The publish­ 
er of the leading Arab paper in 
Beirut. Al Hayat. is a refugee, 
Kamel Mrowa. The editor of the 
chief Arab weekly, “ Magazine,” 
is Clovis Rizk, a refugee.

architectects who have designed 
the beautiful new buildings in 
Damascus. Beirut and Amman 
are refugees.

The reporter persisted that he 
thought it was a legitimate qu es­ 
tion. 
“ You’ve got a lot of guts to 
m ak e a crack like that.” Haney 
shot back heatedly. 
Asked how he felt about the odds 
favoring the New York Yankees 
in the classic which gets under 
w ay Wednesday, Haney answ er­ 
ed:
